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THE PEOPLE SPEAK 


The year 2017 will be remembered as a turning 
point in contemporary Korean history. The dramatic 
impeachment of President PARK Geun-hye, following 
months of street protests on a massive scale, 
spoke to the resilience and fortitude of the nation's 
young democracy. For the film community as well, 
which in recent years had become the target of 
reprisals and a government blacklist, 2017 brought 
an opportunity to make a new start. In this way, the 
year served as both a reckoning of past injustices, 
and the opening of a new conversation about the 
nation’s future. 


Two films in particular tapped into the spirit of 2017 
in a powerful way. A /ax/ Driver was one of the major 
releases of the peak summer season, so It might 
have been expected to do well at the box office. 
But the wave of interest that carried it over the 
10 million admissions mark spoke to a deeper 
resonance with the national mood. Directed by 
JANG Hun (Rough Cut, Secret Reunion, The Front 
Line}, the film is based on the real-life story of 
German photojournalist Jurgen Hinzpeter, who with 
the help of a Seoul taxi driver, shot footage of the 
violent suppression of protesters during the 1980 
Gwangju Uprising. In the years following, the images 
captured by Hinzpeter would end up being passed 
from person to person as an underground video, 
exposing the crimes of the military government 
and contributing to the 1987 demonstrations that 
ushered in a new democratic age. 





The performance of top actor SONG Kang-ho in 


the role of the taxi driver drew particular praise. 
As someone who initially shuts his eyes to political 
issues, but who later decides to risk his own life for 
the sake of Hinzpeter and the citizens of Gwangju, 
the character embodies the birth of a social 
conscience. A strong cast of supporting characters 
also vividly depicted the university students 
and ordinary citizens of Gwangju who rise up in 
solidarity against the government's violence. A 
Taxi Driver not only became a massive commercial 
hit, but won the top prize at the local Grand Bell 
Awards and was selected as South Korea's entry 
for the Best Foreign Language Film category of 
the 2018 Academy Awards (though it would end up 
not making the shortlist).

Six months later, another film about recent history 
tapped into similar emotions and became the talk 
of the nation. 7987: When the Day Comes is a look 
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at the events immediately preceding the massive 
democracy demonstrations of June 1987. It begins 
with the death of Seoul National University student 
PARK Jong-cheol as the result of police torture. 
Realizing how incendiary this news might be, the 
government orders that the true circumstances 
behind PARK’s death remain secret. But the 
determination shown by a prosecutor, a doctor, 
a prison guard, a journalist and other figures to 
expose the truth results in a gradual but forceful 
buildup of resistance. 


Highly praised by critics, 7987 marks a triumphant 
return for director JANG Joon-hwan, who struggled 
to establish himself in the years since his award- 
winning debut Save the Green Planet! (2003). 
Following a very broad set of characters (played by 
a virtual who's-who of local acting talent), JANG 
successfully creates the impression of thousands 
of individual choices coalescing into a broad social 
movement. Released at the end of December, the 
film benefitted from positive word of mouth and 
appeared headed towards a healthy amount of 
overseas festival exposure as well.

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Politics was the big story in 2017, but of course It was 
not the only story. Korean films in general experienced 
a mixture of successes and disappointments, in a 
year that featured comparatively few releases 
by the industry's best-known directors. One top 
director who was active was RYOO Seung-wan, 
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who followed up the massive box-office success of 
his 2015 release Veteran with a hugely ambitious 
work titled 7he Battleship /sland. Set during the 
closing weeks of World War II on a small coal- 
producing island that made use of Korean forced 
laborers, the film merged a controversial historical 
backdrop with an energetic genre sensibility that 
recalls The Great Escape. The Battleship Island 
continues a recent trend of films set during the 
Japanese colonial era, which lasted from 1910 to 
1945. However in this instance, the combination of 
history and genre cinema proved problematic for 
many viewers. Arguments broke out online over 
the film's politics and storytelling choices, and 
after a strong opening, the film faded at the box 
office. (It did, however, connect with audiences at 
the Sitges International Fantastic Film Festival of 
Catalonia, where it picked up the Orbita Award in 
October.)

2017's other massive-scale genre film fared 
significantly better at the box office. Webtoon 
adaptation Along With the Gods: The Two Worlds 
is a CGl-packed drama set in the afterlife, from 
director KIM Yong-hwa (Mr. Go, Take Off). The 
film's plot, which involves a recently-deceased 
firefighter who must sit for a series of trials before 
his reincarnation, is familiar to the general public, 
thanks to the explosive popularity of JOO Ho-min's 
original webtoon. It also provided for a large number 
of cameo appearances by well-known actors. 


Released in mid-December, the film enjoyed a 
massive opening and would ultimately eclipse the 
total of 2017's top earner A Jax/ Driver. Meanwhile 
part two of Along With the Gods, which was shot 
simultaneously with the first feature, is prepping 
fora summer release. 


The list of box office hits from 2017 is varied in style 
and substance. At the beginning of the year, the 
Lunar New Year release Confidential Assignment 
proved to have the right combination of action, 
comedy and star power for box office success. From 
director KIM Sung-hoon, the movie tells the story of 
a North Korean detective (Hyun-bin] who comes to 
Seoul and reluctantly teams up with a South Korean 
detective [YOO Hai-jin) to bring down a dangerous 
criminal (KIM Joo-hyuk, who tragically passed away 
in October). With close to 8 million admissions, 
the film considerably outpaced director HAN Jae- 
rim's The King, another high profile film released 
the same day. However critics showed a clear 
preference for the latter work, with its dark portrayal 
of corruption among the nation’s top prosecutors. 


In the summer, up-and-coming director Jason 
KIM's Midnight Runners served as effective

counterprogramming to A Jax/ Driver, racking up 
more than 5 million admissions. The story of two 
police academy students who become drawn into 
a human trafficking case, the film's dramatic plot 
and effective storytelling helped it to win over fans 
and withstand fierce competition at the box office. 


The fall season Is traditionally a time when Korean 
films attract a large audience, especially in 
September and October when the Chuseok holiday 
is celebrated. Well-known production company 
Myung Films released / Can Speak, an unusual 
drama starring veteran actress NA Moon-hee and 
directed by KIM Hyun-suk (Cyrano Agency, YMCA 
Baseball Team). NA plays a combative elderly 
woman who torments the civil servants at the local 
district office. However when she discovers that 
one of the office's new arrivals is fluent in English, 
she persuades him to give her private lessons. 
The real reason for her ambition to study English, 
however, is connected with a dark period in her 
past, which is only slowly revealed to the audience. 
With its weighty second half balancing the lighter 
opening, / Can Speak emerged as one of the best- 
reviewed mainstream releases of the year. 
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Also earning strong praise from critics was 
The Fortress, a historical film from the highly 
successful director HWANG Dong-hyuk (Miss 
Granny, Silenced). Based on a real incident from 
1636, the movie depicts a crisis faced by the royal 
court when the Qing invade Korea and demand 
the Crown Prince as a hostage. With almost no 
chance of defeating the much-stronger Qing army, 
the king and his advisors must choose between 
resistance [meaning their own destruction] 
or a humiliating surrender. The film features 
powerhouse performances by LEE Byung-hun, 
KIM Yoon-seok, and PARK Hae-il, and an unusually 
thought-provoking and introspective script. 


But despite the star power and high production 
values of /he Fortress, it was a modestly- 
budgeted crime drama that unexpectedly became 
the box office king of the fall. 7he Outlaws by debut 
director KANG Yun-sung ranks as one of the 
strongest word-of-mouth hits of the year. Starring 
Don LEE (MA Dong-seok] as a feared detective and 
YOON Kye-sang as a ruthless criminal, the film 
looks ordinary on the surface but stirred interest 
thanks to strong characterization, brisk plotting 
and inspired acting. It also spoke to the emerging 
star power of Don LEE, following his eye-opening 
2016 performance in /rain to Busan. By the end 
of its run, 7he Outlaws had amassed close to 7 
million admissions. 


And December would produce yet another box 
office hit in the political thriller Steel Rain. Given 
the particularly high levels of tension on the 
Korean peninsula in 2017, the scenario presented 
by the film seemed even more plausible and 
frightening than usual. When a hardline coup 
is attempted in North Korea, a former agent 
finds himself crossing the border into the South 
together with the gravely wounded leader of his 
country. When the chief of foreign security affairs 
in South Korea learns of this, he realizes that the 
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slightest misstep could easily lead to the start of 
another Korean War. The second feature film by 
YANG Woo-suk, director of The Attorney (2013}, 
Steel Rain provided much food for thought, while 
also displaying many of the strengths of Korean 
commercial filmmaking in general, such as high- 
quality acting and impressive production values.

But of course there is much more to contemporary 
Korean cinema than big-budget, commercially- 
oriented fare, and 2017 was a prime example 
of this. For one thing, documentaries enjoyed a 
particularly strong year, with films about politics 
capturing the most attention. Most successful was 
Our President, a documentary about the dramatic 
2002 primary battle that was unexpectedly won by 
former human rights lawyer ROH Moo-hyun, who 
would go on to be elected president. ROH, who 
passed away in 2009, was the inspiration for the 
2013 box office smash /he Attorney, and was also 
a close colleague of current president MOON Jae- 
in. Released in May, shortly after MOON's election, 


Our President enjoyed a breakout success, selling 
over 1.8 million tickets. 


Other documentaries focused on the political 
scandals and corruption of the past two presidential 
administrations. Criminal Conspiracy by well- 
known journalist CHOI Seung-ho (Spy Nation] 
detailed a decade-long effort to silence critical 
news reporting at public broadcasters. Given the 
timeliness and relevance of its subject, Criminal 
Conspiracy amassed an unusually large 260,000 
admissions. Then late in the year, the story was 
given an unexpectedly poignant coda when 
CHOI was named head of broadcaster MBC, the 
company from which he had previously been fired. 
(Another documentary released earlier in the year, 
Seven Years: Journalism Without Journalists, 
covered similar subject matter.] 


Yet another breakout hit was CHOI Jin-sung's 7he 
Reservoir Game, a documentary that follows a 
journalist's efforts to link a massive real estate 
scam in Toronto with former president LEE 
Myung-bak. Apart from highlighting this particular 
case, the film shows the various kinds of hurdles 
faced by independent journalists who investigate 
powerful figures. It ultimately accumulated over 
125,000 admissions. 


Bamseom Pirates Seoul Inferno starts off as 
an irreverent tribute to the grind core duo band 
Bamseom Pirates, who court controversy with 
ironic lyrics such as “All hail to KIM Jong-il". But 
in 2012, their producer was arrested under the 
National Security Law for retweeting messages 
from a North Korean account, and the band is 
plunged into crisis. Director JUNG Yoon-suk 
traveled widely on the festival circuit with his 
debut documentary Non Fiction Diary (2013), and 
this latest work also screened at over a dozen 
international festivals including Rotterdam. 


Meanwhile, non-political documentaries also 


enjoyed varying degrees of success in 2017. One 
notable example is MOON Chang-yong and JEON 
Jin's Becoming Who | Was, an ambitious work 
which follows eight years in the life of Angdu, a 
young Indian boy who is declared the reincarnation 
of a Tibetan high monk from 1500 years in the past. 
What seems at first like a blessing will ultimately 
be a burden for the young boy, particularly 
because the monastery associated with the long 
deceased monk lies over the Chinese border in 
Tibet. Becoming Who | Was was picked up by 
North American distributor Bond/360 [which has 
released documentaries such as Exit Through the 
Gift Shop and Senna), and it also won the Grand 
Prix in the Generation KPLUS section at the Berlin 
International Film Festival. 


Apart from Becoming Who | Was, numerous 
Korean films enjoyed success on the festival 
circuit. Also screening at the Berlin International 
Film Festival was On the Beach at Night Alone by 
well-known auteur Hong Sangsoo. The film itself, 
about an actress dealing with the aftereffects of 
an extramarital affair, was well received by critics. 
But it was the performance of Kim Minhee that 
particularly captured the attention of the jury, 
which awarded her the Best Actress prize. In this 
way, Kim takes her place alongside JEON Do- 
yeon (Cannes, 2007) and KANG Su-yeon [Venice, 
1987] as the Korean actors with the highest-profile 
festival awards.

Another acting award was won just a few months 
later at the Moscow International Film Festival by 
SON Hyun-ju, for his lead performance in Ordinary 
Person. That film, which also won the NETPAC 
Prize in Moscow, Is set in the 1980s and portrays 
the military government's efforts to influence the 
press and law enforcement. The film may not 
have caught on with the general public like the 
similarly-themed A /ax/ Driver and 1987: When the 
Day Comes, but it was nonetheless well received 
by critics. 


Although Korean films did not pick up an award at 
Cannes 2017, they were well represented on the 
Croisette with five feature films in various sections 
of the festival. Most noticeably, Hong Sangsoo 
followed up his appearance in Berlin with not one, 
but two features screening in Cannes. /he Day 
After starring Kwon Haehyo, Kim Minhee and Kim 
Saebyuk was included in the main competition, 
while Claire's Camera featuring French star 
Isabelle Huppert, Kim Minhee and Jung Jinyoung 
received an out-of-competition screening. The two 
films contrast sharply in mood, with the former 
shot in black-and-white during winter in Seoul, 
and the latter shot during the 2016 Cannes Film 
Festival. But both features were applauded for their 
ingenious plotting and playful experimentation. 
With Hong in the midst of an especially prolific and 
accomplished stage of his career, we can likely 
expect to hear more from him in 2018. 
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Meanwhile a second Korean film screened in the 
Cannes competition, though its presence there 
generated some controversy. BONG Joon-ho's 
sixth feature film Oka, about a young girl who sets 
off to rescue her genetically modified ‘super pig’ 
from the company who developed it, features an 
international cast and was praised for its heady 
mix of drama, action and social satire. However, 
being fully funded by the U.S. streaming giant 
Netflix, the film found itself at the center of a 
controversy over distribution windows. Cannes’ 
decision to feature the film in competition, 
despite the fact that it would open in France only 
through Netflix, caused an uproar among French 
distributors. Later, the controversy spread to its 
Korean release, when the country’s top three 
multiplex chains CGV, Lotte Cinema and Megabox 
decided to boycott the film over Netflix's plan to 
distribute it simultaneously in theaters and online. 
As such, Okja was off limits to 90% of the nation’s 
screens, and what had originally been seen as a 
high-profile wide release was instead limited to 
mostly independent theaters. 


Finally, two more Korean features were included 
in Cannes’ Midnight Section: crime drama /he 
Merciless, and the high-octane action film /he 
Villainess. The former, directed by BYUN Sung- 
hyun (Whatcha Wearin, 2012)', centers on an 
ambitious gangster (SUL Kyung-gu) who forms 
a partnership with a young recruit (YIM Si-wan] 
in a bid to take over his crime syndicate. The 
latter film, meanwhile, stars KIM Ok-vin (Thirst, 
2009) as a trained assassin who ends up being 
recruited by the National Intelligence Service. 
Both the hardboiled, driving narrative of 7he 
Merciless and the breathtaking action scenes of 
The Villainess drew cheers at their respective 
screenings. In recent years, Korean films have 
become a fixture at Cannes’ Midnight Section, 
following /rain to Busan in 2016, Office in 2015, 
and /he Jarget in 2014. 


In contrast to Berlin and Venice, there were no 
Korean feature films invited to the Venice Film 
Festival in September. However Gina KIM's 
12-minute VR film Bloodless won the top prize in 
the festival's inaugural VR competition. Based on

a 1992 murder of a sex worker by a U.S. soldier 
stationed in Korea, the film was praised by jury 
president John Landis as a "masterpiece". KIM 
states that through the new medium of VR, she 
wished to “allow people to relate to the pain of 
others’. After Venice, Bloodless went on to win 
more awards at the Bogota and Thessaloniki film 
festivals. 


Another award-winning Korean film was 
produced by the Jeonju International Film 
Festival, and went on to take the Prize for Best 
Emerging Director at Locarno. The First Lap tells 
the story of a couple who have been dating for 
six years, but who so far have resisted getting 
married. However meetings with their respective 
parents, and the possibility that the woman is 
pregnant, places them under additional stress. 
Director KIM Dae-hwan previously displayed a 


feel for complicated family dynamics in his award- 
winning debut End of Winter (2014). Similarly, the 
couple in this movie Is portrayed with unusual 
depth and sensitivity, making for one of the best- 
reviewed films of the year. 





In general we can say that Korean independent 
films are currently producing a wealth of creativity, 
despite the challenges inherent in finding 
distribution, and marketing to the local audience. 
Those works that did secure a theatrical release 
in 2017 included both brand new titles and also 
films that had screened previously at festivals like 
Busan, Bucheon and Jeonju. 


One title that drew particular attention was Jane, 
the feature debut of director CHO Hyun-hoon. 
The story of a homeless girl who finds refuge 
with a transgender woman named Jane, the film 
premiered at the Busan International Film Festival 
in 2016 and enjoyed positive word of mouth upon 
its theatrical release in May. It also picked up 
an Independent Film Award from the Korean 
Association of Film Critics, and won Best New 
Director at the annual Director's Cut Awards. 


Ash Flower, the third film in a trilogy by up-and- 
coming director PARK Suk-young (Steel Flower, 
Wild Flowers], premiered as the opening film 
at the 2016 Seoul Independent Film Festival 
and went on to receive high marks from critics, 
particularly for the performance of lead actress 
JEONG Ha-dam. 


The Table is an unusual project in that despite its 
micro budget, it features four major actresses 
(JUNG Yu-mi, HAN Ye-ri, JUNG Eun-chae and 
LIM Soo-jung) in highly memorable roles. Set 


about discrimination, through the character of 
an actor portraying a transgender character. 
SHIN Dong-il's Come, Together explores the 
harsh economic and academic competitiveness 
that exists in contemporary Korean society. And 
Another Way by CHO Chang-ho looks at the 
complicated issue of suicide. 


This is not by any means an exhaustive list of the 
noteworthy films released in 2017. The fact that 
there are so many features and shorts being shot 
each year in Korea makes it difficult for even the

better prepared for their performance. But even 
if their motivation is low, their will to compete 
remains strong. 


Other independent films tackled weighty social 
issues with impressive nuance and creativity. SHIN 
Yeon-shick's Romans 8:37 imagines a sexual 
harassment case involving a much-respected 
pastor - which proved timely considering the 
spread of the #Meloo movement around the 
world. LIM Tae-gue’s award-winning debut 
The Seeds of Violence, which screened at the 
San Sebastian International Film Festival, is a 
thoughtful consideration of physical abuse in the 
military and in society at large. NAM Yeon-woo's

The vivid growth and changes these people underwent reflects 
the experience of the apartments. Information and emotion thus 
coexist. Perhaps this is why the film criticizes Seoul's city planning that 
is haphazardly made rather than planned out, but is not merely looking 
at the systematic or structural outcomes. It interprets architecture as 
a place of human residence. It smoothly hones in on this dimension of 
Korean society by fluidly weaving together public and private memories.
